30 of Il Duce’s Troops 
Slain, Cattle Stolen, Au- 
thorities Declare.

ROME, June 3.—(/)—A “nucleus | 


of armed Ethiopians’ attacked 
killed 30 native Italian troops and 
stole several thousand head of cattle 
May 31 in the Dancali region, Italian 
autberities charged tonight in an of- 
ficial statement. - 

The ‘authorities asserted that Ethi- 
opian attack ‘was made against a 
“small post of native gendarmes placed 
by us for the protection of the na- 
tive population along the Eritrean 
frontier.” 

Their’ statement charged also that 
on the same day some 30 armed Ethi- 
opians tried to shoot their way into 
the Italian military zone near Gublei 
in Italian Somaliland, but were re- 
pulsed with undetermined losses, 

The latter attack, the officials said, 
was repulsed by italian colonial 


} troops known as “‘dubats. 


The Gublei raiders were said to 
have been ehallenged by the Italian 


troops and promptly opened fire. The | 


Italian forees responded and drove 
them off without suffering losses, but 
the Ethiopian ranks were reported to 
have suffered some losses. 

Bitter Toward Britain. 

The statement said concerning the 
Dancali affray that the commander 
of the zone will take “opportune meas- 
ures” fer defense. 

At the same time the tone of the 
Italian press toward England became 
the most’ bitter in history, as the au- 
thoritative Giornale d'Italia in a 
front-page editorial accused.

WATER TEMPERATURES. 

Let’s start this discussion of lake 
cycles with the simplest point, which 
is winter. When the northern lakes 
are icebound the water at the surface 
under the ice may be just at the edge 
of the freezing point, which is, of 
course, zero centigrade. We chop a 
hole in the ice and let the reversing 
thermometer down one meter at the 
time, so that our readings can be 
plotted against the depth of the lake 
basin. When we get down a few me- 
ters we find there is a small rise in 
temperature. At the bottom of the 
besin the reading is four degrees. It 
matters not whether this basin be 
100 or 1,000 feet in depth, the same 
change will be noted. Of course. in 
the deeper basins the four degree read- 
ing may be noted much sooner—that 
is, at a greater distance from the 
bottom—than in the more shallow 
basins. Now the mud is colder than 
this, as we said the other day—sev- 
eral degrees colder than the adjoin- 
ing water. That is the picture of 
winter conditions on a temperate zone 
lake of the third order. 

Now when spring comes along, we 
have a big change taking place. The 
vernal equinox, with its winds, sets in. 
Ice disappears. Wave action begins. 
The waters are stirred up. There 


will come a day when the tempera- 
ture of the water at the supface of 
the lake is constant all the way to 
the bottom—again, it will be four de- 
grees. This condition does not hold 
very long, for the sun’s rays are be- 
coming more nearly vertical now and 
the surfaec waters are being warmed 
above four degrees. There soon comes 
the typical summer “stratification” 
of the lake and with it one of the 
most remarkable of all lake phenom- 
ena. 

When the lake stabilizes for the 
summer, it will be found that waters 
at the surface and down to some con- 
siderable depth will have little differ- 
ence in temperature. This level or 
stratum is known as the epilimnion, 
or upper lake. Below this, however, 
there is a layer known as the ther- 
mocline which is markedly colder than 
the surface layer. Below the thermo- 
cline is found the hypolimnion or 
lower lake, where conditions are sim- 
ilar to those in the epilimnion. The 
line of demarcation is rather definite 
and it is arrived at by a series of 
temperature measurements with the re- 
versing thermometer. Definition of 
these layers depends upon the rapid- 
ity with which temperatures fall in 
relation to the descent through the 
water.

the elastic bounce which propelled 
the blood through your body when you 
were younger and fitter than you are 
now. 

Advanced arteriosclerosis, involving 
all three coats of the vessels in the 
degenerative process, hard fibrous tis- 
sue gradually replacing the pliable 
roung cells and fibres, with necrosis 
(death) in spots and deposit of lime 
(not quick-lime but quick enough in 
all conscience) is synonymous with 
old age. It is always accompanied 


with the characteristic signs of sen- 


ility. such familiar nutritional changes 
as dry, harsh, pallid, wrinkled skin. 
atrophy or wasting and weakening of 
muscles and organs, inereased brittle- 
ness of bones, hair turning gray, slow- 
ing down or impairment of mental] 
functions, areus senilis (a hazy gray

First. then, is the stage of dissipa- 
tion, say from 20 to 35, when the 
intima stands the brunt. Next in- 
volvement of the muscular, elastic 
media or middle coat—35 to 50—stage 
of hesitation. Finally the whole 
works hecome scarred. tongh, calca- 
reons, the vessels as brittle as pipe- 
stems, and this is necessarily the stage 
of resignation. 

Sometimes, it is true, we observe 
some of the signs of senility in com- 
paratively young individuals who have 
lived as hygienically as they know 
how, and whose arteries are apparent- 
ly normal. That leads us to doubt 
whether all the manifestations of “get- 
ting along in years” are the direct 
consequence of deficient blood supply 
through the affected arteries. 

It is my notion. and only a notion, 
that a deficit in vitamins is an impor- 
tant curative factor of arteriosclero- 
sis. I don’t know precisely which 
vitamin or vitamins, but we'll take 
that point up in farther detail later. 

I believe also that a deficit in the 
iodin ration may be concerned in the 
development of premature senility.

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BRITAIN ASKS GERMANY 
TQ JOIN NAVAL MEETING 


; 
United States Also Urged To 
Attend Conference 

on Navies. 


LONDON, June 3.—(4)—Great 
Britain offered today, well-informed 
quarters said, to seek Germany’s addi- 
tion by other powers, including the 
United States, to the world naval con- 
ference. 

This step marked the opening of the 
first naval negotiations the reich has 
undertaken with any nation since thé 
ill-fated pre-war attempts of the As- 
quith government to half Anglo- 
German building competition. 

England’s offer was reported made 
by Premier Ramsay MacDonald and 
Sir John Simon, foreign secretary, in 
a private meeting with Joachim von 
Ribbenstrop, Adolf Hitler's blond 40- 
year-old ambassador extraordinary. 

Expiring naval treaties require the 
calling of a new conference of the 
signatory powers—Britain, the United 
States, Japan, France and Italy—but 
it was understood London is willing 
to sponsor an invitation for Germany 
if the present talks are successful. 

From the British viewpoint these 
can succeed only if Berlin will accept 
definite limitations on all categories 
of ships for the new nazi navy—some- 
thing her delegates were reported to 
be determined to oppose. 

The usually jovial von Ribbentrop 
was grim and serioug as he made his 
first contacts with British statesmen 
this afternoon, including Sir Bolton 
Eyres-Monsell, first lord of the ad- 
miralty. | 

A spokesman for the German dele- 
gation declared “there are many diffi- 
culties in the way of Germany’s par- 
ticipation in a naval conference. We 
can make ne predictions until we see 
how negotiations here turn out,”

BANKHEAD PROPOSE 
NEW “PLOW-UP* DRE 


“Ace in Hole” If Baleage Ex- 
ceeds Quota; Senator Is 
Reassuring. 


WASHINGTON. June 3.—M)— 
Another “plow-up” program was sug- 
gested today by Senator Bankhead, 
democrat, Alabama, as “an ace in the 
hole” to assure that this year’s cotton 
crop will not exceed the baleage quota 
set by the farm administration. 

“The decision in ‘the NRA case,”
